Those receiv ing com m union at a 
midnight M ass m ay not receiv e a 
second tim e if they attend a d a y­ 
time E a s te r Mass. Those attending 
a M ass before m idnight m ust st- 
tend a Sunday M ass to fulfill their 
Sunday obligation. 
Specia l Reg ula tio n* 
Special fasting regulations a r t set 
forth for those receiv ing co m m u ­ 
nion at ev ening serv ices. The faith- 
ful m ust abstain from solid foods 
for thre e hours before com m union 
and from liquids except w a te r for 
one hou r beforehand. W ater does 
not break the fast. 
C om m unicant* ar# forbidden to 
take alcoholic liquors a fter the pre ­ 
ceding midnight but m ay take beer 
and wine with their m eals, if they 
custom arily do. 
T hese rulings cov er the early ev e­ 
ning M asses Those attending th# 
Holy S aturd ay M ass startin g s t 
m idnight need fast only from m id­ 
night.
